_ ding totherites of the Roman ( hurch, 
came into this Realme, they ſhou'd be 
adiudged Traitors, and ſuffer as in 
caſe of High Treaſon. 

All theſe nororious Sedirions, 
and rebellions hatched, and produ- 
ced by the Papall tation, and their 
Chiefctaines Icfuirs, and Pricſtes, 
our of a Zeale to reduce into this 
Land the Ipolatric of Rome; and 
the iuſtice, and equitie of the fore= 
mentioned Lawes,made by the late 
renowned 2neene,to ſupprefie, and 
preuent them, were well knowne 
vnto his moſt Excellent Maicſtic : 

and therefore at his happic inaugu- 

ration vnto this Kingdome, out of 
his own matureneſle of judgement, 
and grounded perſwaſion of the 
trueth, being reſolucd ro treadethe 
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ſeppes of his Royall Siſter, and by 
the light of the Goſpe!/, ro extin- 
gviſh the Egiptian darken-fſe of 
Popery, he could not bur in his 
Princely wiſedome more then con- 
jecture, that the like difloyall at» 
tempts might be praiſed 2eainſt 
his Sacred dignitie and perſon by 
theſe Romanitts, Notwithſtanding, 
out of his Gracious inclination vn 
to pitty and mercie,defiring to cone 
quer euill with goodnefle, .in the 
beginning of his reigne, he ſerat li.

Philalerthes, Surely no, but rather 
had muſt cauſe to be truly dutifu!l, ard 
loyall to his Maieſtie ; who thus did 
change deſeruedinſtice into mercy and 
clemency. 

Theodidattus, The mercy indeed 
and fauour of Kinges. and Princes, 
is like a cloud *of the latter rain, and * Pr®+ 16,1 
worketh much euen vpon mindes 
not well diſpoſed, But ſome oſtheſe 

. Romaniſts were of ſo rancorous 
- FÞpirir, and brugiſh ingratitude, that 
whilett they peaceably enioyed the 
fore-recited fauours , they did plot 
atreaſon barbarous for cruelty, vn- 
| matchable in regard of example; 
the horrible deſtruQion by Gun- 
| powder of the Kmmg, 2ucene, their 
|  royallProgeny, & the whole Court 
| \_ of Parliament ar once. 
Philalethes, Didthe blowdy At ors 
| B 3 of 
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of this monſtrous attempt alleage no 
motine or reaſon there» f? 
Theodidatts, None, but their 
fanaticall zeale topromotethe Ro- 
miſh Religion ; which enraged af- 
feion out of charity isnot to bee 
ſuppoſed to be in all of that pro- 
* feſhon, and in wiſedome to be fea- 
red leaſt it be in ſome, ſuruiuing 
theſe offenders : And therefore to 
diſcerne the one from the other, the 
Oathof Allegernce(which hath oc- 
calioned this our conference) was 
principally framed. 

Philalethes, They that will be ſo 
impions as to lift vp their hand agar ft 
Goas arnointed, little feare the hai- 
nous ſinne of periurie : and therefore 
this oath willnot much anaile to diſco- 
wer ſach treacherous perſons, 

Theodidaltus., An Oath is a moſt 
facred bond, and with a ſecret ter- 
ronr imprinted by the immediate 
finger of Godin the taking thereof, 
deeth ſo ſtraytly oblige the jumoſt 
ſoule and conſcience, that although 
many men bee obdurate vnto other 

grieuous 
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rieuous finnes : 'yetthey will bee 
tender and ſenſible of the violation 
of an oth. Pery often (ſanh Saint Corſ.mends, 
Auguſtine) men provoke their wines 4d C onſ.c,211 
- whomthey ſuſpett to be adulterons to 
cleere themſelres by an oath, which they 
would not doe, wnles they did beleene 
that thoſe which feare not adulterie 
may feare periurie : for indeed (ſaith 
he) ſome wnchaſte women which haue 
mot feared to deceine their hutbands by 
wantonneſſe, haue beene afrayd to »ſe 
GOD wnto them 4s awitneſſe of their 
chaſtity. 1n the maritall coniunRion 
of the husband and wife, there is 4 
Iinely reſemblance of the obligati- 
on of SubieRs in ciuill Allegeance 
vntotheir Prince: for as the coup- 
ling of the wife vnto the husband 
in dutifull obedience, ſo of Sub- 
ies vnto their Prince in loyalty 
and fideliry'is a very ar& and neere 
ynion :and as the * husband is the ,1 Cor 17, 
head of the wife, ſo is the Þ Prince b1 Sa.r5.17 
of his SubieRs. Astherefore expe- 
rienceinthe dayes of Sainz Augu-
